And this i3 well knowneunto all men, who have any know- 
ledge in Hiſtoric,whether humane or divine,ancient or modern, 
forrein or domeſtick ; that under the plauſible, ſweer,and muchs 
taking-nameof *LTBER TY, with c: ying out againſt Tyran- 
ny, Arbitrary: pow:r, Taxes, Oppreſſions, &c. Many pernicious plors 
have been carried con, to the great hurt and prejudice of the 
whole Nation : yea, and unawares many honeſt and well-mean- 
ing people, have been brought into a ſnare and Pic.: Like thoſe 
who followed Ab/olom in that unnaturall conſpiracy apainſt 
his father, Þ in their ſimplicitie, and they knew not any thing, 

Thus the Pazzians at Florence to draw the people co their 
Conſpiracy, © Cryed ont in tbe Marketplace , Libertte, Liberie, 
although indeed it was to bring them from freedome-to very 
{l:very, So Mimeter ſecking the-ruine of Germanie, and to raiſe 
himfelfe a1:d his Confederates out of che dult and aſhes thereof, 
laid this down as his-principle ; 4 Free Communers, an equall and 


Juſt Gvernment, and every man. a like inr:ſp<d of libertie, freedome, 


and ſafetie. And this pleaſed the mulcirude 19 well, that they fol- 
lowed him in rebellion and treaſan againſt the State, till at laſt 
falling under the hand of Juſtice, came to {ce and acknowledge 
their great wickedneſſe, © 

We (tiall not mention any thing now our of our own Stories, 
brit Come £O the Sorrers of diſcord and ſedition amongſt Us. "Thar 
theſe men coinfglaine againſt tyranny, oppreſſion, ſlavery, Juri(- 
dition of the ſword, &c. and © call on people in all places eo 
Jozne with them againſt Robbers, Theever., Rebels , Murderers, *for 
the Settlement of this Common wealth, upon the foundations of an 
cquall and juſt Government, Icis well known, and ſo much their 
papers and wricings doe declare. So that the worke which we 


| have here taken in hand, is co Repreſent ( in way of A DIS- 
 COVERY ) to the Nation, what miſchiefe and miſery lies- 


hid (as a Qunghi!] under ſnow, or a hooke covered with a bait ) 
and is daily a&ed and cunningly carried on, under a fzire pre- 
tence of ſecking the publique good : and this we ſhall doe ( by the 
good hand of God aſſiſting vs) in a temperate and ſober way, 
Jeaving opprobrious and bitter ſpeeches to ſuch men who ha- 
ving a bad cauſe cannot otherwiſe uphold the fam.

Ttiac theſe, even all of them, are in chole men, 
and not a lictle, but as clearly to be ſeen, as was Gebazrs Lepro- 
fie on the forehead, we (hill manifeſt in this following T re-tiſe, 
and doe defire the Reader co take good notice of it ; for doing 
ſo, he (hall the better know the tree by che f. uit. 

2. That chey may bring chemſclves inco the eſteem and fa- 
vour of the people, they pretend and make an outward ſhew,

But this is no 
new ching ; for Abſ-lom did the like long agoe ; Þ Ob that I were 
made Judge in the Land : G09 foule, how he pittiss the people, 
and grieves © thinke chat chere are no b:tter men tn place; and 
were he on his Fatheis throne, the Kingdome (ſhould be ſetled 


upon the grounds of Common Right, Freedume, and Safetie.

(hall ſpea xe, and it 1s r.0t his manner to leave uhem to ſuch a 
fotull and moſt abhorred courſe. There is a Beaſt called Duron, 
being purſued, and ſeeing no way to eſcape, by a naturall craft

F:om Generals, we come now to a more particular Diſcoverte;

men are fallen; and daily ſeek to draw others, what heart withs: 
out breaking almoſt can thinke thereof ? and ſa muctrthe more, 
becauſe God is highly diſhonoured, and exceedingly provoked 
to wrath, and the whole Nationsfor it ſuffers bitter things. +

2, How buſie they have been in the Army to raiſe ſedition 
and mutinie among the Souldiers, ic is well known , neither 
hath chere been any remarkable diftraRion or diviſion therein, 
but by their-meanes- : and ſurely had not the providence of 
God wonderfully appeared, they had ere rhis time broken and 
{cattered the Army by their falſhoods and vile aſperfions : they 
have aGed by that Principle, Make diviſion and get Dominien. 
If a ſtreame be divided, it is weakened, and it will not be navi- 
gable when it is cut into many rivers. We could give many In- 
' ances of their trayterous working to cut the Army into many 
part?, and that conſtantly, and in all places through the Land, 


Beſides thelc Pamphlets and Liþels diſperſed amonglt the Soul- 
diers, ſpeaking thus, 


Thoſe proud bypocriticall Officers that are among#t you, that are 


ag.atnſt * Freedome, and would doe the worke of the Lord by balves, 
Put them off, and chooſe honeſter un their roomes *, and the onely way 
F to take downe thetr great pay, let them ſerve as you doe. Againe, 
3 Suff:r this, and ſuſfer any thing, experience ſbewer, he tbat takes one 
box on #be eare, invites another; and when Souldicrs 1hat ſhculd be 


men in all things, ftand ſtill, and ſuffer 1beir fellow Souldiers to be 


thus abuſed by a pack of Officers, no marvaile if their Officers tuerne 


Tyrants, preſume to doe any thing to any man. And alittle after ; 
If you be wiſe, march not out of Lottdon, nor udertake for Irelan, 
or any other ſervice, till there be ſit up a new Repreſentative of the 
Army. 

Theſe are the men that would be Inſtruments , in p:ocurin 
the peace and proſperitie of this Common-wealth , and cal 
themſelves Peace: makers, Whereas no Malignant can (hew leſlz 
good- will to the Land, or doe more trayterouſly to briny rune 


and miſery upon it. Neither is M* Walayn bzhinde-hand in

' Bat wherefore is all this ? bur for this end, viz. when they 
have wrought ſedition and treaſon in the Army , there may be 
no meanes, courſe, or way found out, for to top the breach, 
till all be loſt; ſcattered, and deſtroyed.

© Non-ſence, as abfurdities and childiſh paflages concerning this 
thing. There is enough ſaid by themſelves, even where they 
ſpeake moſt againſt Marfpall Law, to juſtifie:the Armies pro» 
ceeding by Marſball Law, and out of: their own mouth to con- 
demn themſelves, of ignorance, or malice , or both. For ob»

tion. They have ſought by falſe ſuggeſtions and ſcandalous 
Writings,to ſet ſtrife and diviſion between his Excellency,and the 
Chiefe * Commanders of the Army, in publiſhing to the world, 
that ® tbe Generall is but their ſtalking borſe,and a Cypher : and ? one 
whom thiy lead hood-winckt to tbe pits brink of bs own ruine and de- 
ſtruftion ; Their furious, unjuſt, and illegall proceedings, in ſbedding 
innocent bloud 5; don by vertne of bis authority, which lies very dcepe

What can be ſpoken more ſcdi:iouſly, and more diſcovering 
a malicious and malignant ſpirit ? and did not the Generall well 
know their treachery, and the conſcientiouſneſſe of his Officers, 
It were enough to produce a fad conſequence.

bullion " proteſted, aud declared, and when they have gathered

1. Were they nor bent to-ſedition, they would not mention 
a thing which by the Pacliargents pc.wer may lawfully be don 
(and ! chey know ic t00) and for no other end, but to ſooth and 


flier 
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flatter Malignants, and to provoke them to greater rage 'and 
wrath againſt the Parjiament, and Higb Cours of fuſttce, for 
their late jJuft proceedings againſt capicall offendours. 

2. Whereas they ſpeake of perſons picks and choſen as a uſual 
policie to introduce by ſuch meanes all wſurpations, Herein they dif- 
cover great uncharitableneſſe, and extreme malice, and walxe 
contrary to Scripture and Law: The word of God teacheth uz 
when ſpeeches or a&ions doubitfull in themſelves, and. may be 
taken either well or il, we are to interpret them-in the ® beſt 
part, So ſaith the Law * A dowb:ful aliion 14 to be taken in the 
better pays. ® Apgaine; Is a doubtful thing, the fairer intcrpret ati- 
on muſt be made : So againe ; P In doubts the nobler preſumptions 
are t0 be choſen. But theſe Rules are never followed by Conſpi- 
rators againſt the Common»wealth : but on the other hand, 
aRions howſoever in themſelves very good, (as was this bigh 
Court of Juſtice ) and cordially don, ſhalt be depraved by mali- 
cious infinuations, as if by-ends and (elf-intereſt were intended, 


or ſome publick detriment would follow : and this hath been 
praiſed formerly by 4Incendiaries, proud * hypocrites, and by 


the 'Devill (AvaBox©)>) the falſe accuſer or makg-bate taught them. 
Befides it is well to be noted, how in all the things ſet forth by 
this partie, there is little ſaid,(aving* forged infinuations againſt 
the Parliament, the Cowncel) of State, and the Armie, as if they 
would doe this, and that, co oppreſſe the people, whereas no- 
thing was ever ſo intended , neither had they any ground or 
cauſe for ſach jealouſtes and aſperſians , 
forth , of purpoſe to diſturbe, unquiet, and trouble the Na- 


tion.

Here We may uſe their own words, That #t is a ſure 
and radical Maxime in Law, Nihil quod eſt contra rationem eſt 1;- 
citum : Nothing which is againſt reaſon #5 lawfull, To which may 
be added ; ? Againſt force and injury it 3s lawfull to uſe defence : 
Likewiſe, Licet vim vi repelere, When Demoſthenes would ſet 
forth the improvidence and incircumſpeQion of the Athenians, 
preſented to them an innocent Foole, who being ſminten on the 
cheek, laid his hand on the place where he had received the 
blow ; and being ſtricken on the other cheek, did the like,never 
uſing any of bis hands to defend himſelfe from furcher blowes. 
Such Ideots and Silly-bodies they would have the State to be, 
ſtand till, and ſuffer them, with their ſeditious and ſcandalous 
Libels to ſtrike them as often as they pleaſe, and through their 
ſides to wound and deſtroy the Common. wealth. But obſerye 
what they ſay in their own caſe; 4 It s a firme Law and radicall 
principle in nature, ingraven in tbe T ables of the beart by the finger 
of God sn the Creation, for every living moving thing, wherein 7s tbe 
breath of life, to preſerve, award, and deliver it ſelfe from all bursfull 
things,deſtrattive and obnoxious thereto,to the uttermoſt of his power. 
If chis be rae, ſurely then, the Parliament ſhould nos follow a 
radicall principle io nature, to ſuffer them to publiſh their tray- 
cerous and licentious Pamphlets, fecing there 1s nothing more 
hurtfull, deſiruAive , and obnoxtiqus to the peoples fafetic then 
the ſame. :

Now they are very 
ignorant in State- affaires,who *ſee not that Books and Papers, 
containing calumniations and fal[hood againſt Authoricie ( un» 
der what colour or pretence ſ(oever, as for libertie, and to have 
taxes and burdens removed ) are fire, even wild-fire in a Gom- 
mon- wealth, a {torme and whirle-wind indeed, enough ( if not 
prevented )) to burne and throw down all things : and to prove 
' this, we need not goe further, then the preſent example of thele 
* unhappy men. 

3- Men who have adted by the Principles of Reaſon and Na- 
ture, ( knowivg previſa minus ledunt, things foreſeen doe lefle 
hurt ; ) bave alwayes been careſull to ſtop the publiſhing of 
ſedirious bookes : Hence *Plato, * Plutarch, and the wiſeſt of 
the Gentiles, in their Models and Platformes of Civill Goveri- 
ment, have evermore given order, that Y infamous. Writings 
(hould not be permitted, ſuch as contained calumniations and 
reproaches, and tended to mutinie and diviſion ; but the Au- 
thours and Promoters thereof puniſhed. Neither are there any 
Chriſtian * Stateſmen, bur in their Republicks and Policies doe 
fay as much : And fo much hath been ever practiſed by all 
States. And in ſome of our own Statutes it ts declared, that 
2 Whoſnever by Writing ſhall affirme the King to be a Tyrant, an 
Uſurper, &rc. it w bigb Treaſon. Againez Þ If any by Bookes, Kymes, 
Ballads, Letters, or Writing, ſball publiſh falſe, ſeditious, and ſlan- 
derous things againſt the King or ©ueen, bu right band i to be 
ſtricken off for it ; and if he doe fo againe, to ſuffer impriſonwent 
daring by life. 

And here we may Reafon from the lefſe to the greater if for 
Writing falſly or ſediciouſly againſt the King , is be a crime de- 
ſerving the cutting off the right hand, or perpetuall impriſon- 
ment ; and co call him Tyrant or Ulſarper, be high Treaſon by 
Law,it muſt needs then in our underſtanding neceſſarily follow, 
that to write the like againſt the ſupream Authoritie of the 
. people, whoſe power is greater then the Kings, and their place 

above him z is as high and capitall accime, yea and by the ſame 
Statute deſerves the like puniſhment, The«ruth js, it is beyond 
our apprehenſion, how for words written againſt the © ſervant, 
the Writer by ſuch a Statute ſhall commic high treaſon, and 


yet 
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yet the ſame words written againſt the © Maſter not found fo 
by that Scatute. If Law be reafon ( as it muſt be, or elfe 'tis no 
Law, ) then thus ſpeakes Law wich Realon. * If that which is 
le ſe likely be true, then will 1hat be alſo , which appeares more likely. 
That Statute which finds a inan guiltie of high reaſon, and juſt- 
ly condemns him for it, for words agatnſt the inteciour and 
leſſer power : that ſame Scaruce will finde a man alſo, guiltie of 
high treaſon, and juſtly conilema him for it, for the like worgls 
againſt the ſupertour and greater power. OY

2. It ſeemes there is no way to eſcape the ſcourge of theſe 
mens tongues; Becauſe the manifold prefſures and ſorrowes of 
the people are not removed, peace, libertie, freedome eftabliſh- 
ed; the Parliament for this, is every where reproached by them. 
Againe, Whereas the Parliament endeavoureth ( and for that 
end, is this Comncelt of State ereQed) to take away the burdens, 
oppreſſions, and mileries of this Nation, and to fetele che Com- 
mon: wealth of England upoa Principles of Riphteouſneſſe, free- 
dome, and ſafetic, according to.their ſeverall Expreſſes and De- 
clarations : for this alſo doth the ſame partie ſpeake eyill of 
chem. This ſhewes they are men of ſome parcs, that they can as 
handſomely put a reproach and {ſcandal} upon the Magiſtrates, 
for doing well, as for doing nothing. But in the meane time, 
their hypocriſie and baſeneſſe is the more obvious and manifeſt 
to all unbiaſſed and impartiall people : for who, unleſle men 
moſt impudent, would pretend a defire, to have burdens remo-

1, Theſe give occaſion here, of verifying that Proverb ; a her 
bath need of a good memory. The Parliaments proceeding with the 
King,is one thing againſt which they doe © proteſt ; and yet in this.

utter loſſe of Tradez brought anew and dangerous Warre upon the 
Nation ; taken away mens lives for no other end but to make way for 
an a"ſolute domination; brought the- Land into a more dangerous 
condition then they foundit. All which things are known not 
onely to be falſe,but matters for the moſt part wherein they 
never had todo z andfor the reſt,ſuch things as they altoge- 
ther and every way have ated tothe contrary. 

And no lefſe untrue is the thing ( as by them reported) 
concerning ſome paſſages in relation to the King : ſo like- 
wiſe for Coll: Rainsboroueh, Coll: Ayres, Major Cobbet, Cap- 
tain Bray, William Thomſon, Lieu: Coll: Hen: Lilburne,&c. they 
are all falſe and forged things as they relate them. When 
itis their own caſero be accuſed by others,and their Accxſers 
ſay they have credible people that beard the ſame, and will atteſt it, 
note their way of clearing : of what credet, pray, 4s the teſtimony 
of an Enemte, in matters of obloquy and reproach, tending tothe diſe 
parayement of another. Mr. Edwards had witneſſes for atteſtation

There is no 
reaſonable man but will abate and dediud, and that to a good propor- 
tion, from ſuch rechonings and accounts which are drawn up, and gi- 
ven in to bim by the hand of envie. Is this a * reaſonable Plea, 
to vindicate a man againſt whom accuſations. can be pro- 
ved by credible people, and there are witneſſes for atteſtation ? ic 
will then much more hold good here, where the accuſations 


are nor onely from enemies, and men moſt malicious, bur 


alſo no credible people, no witneſſes for atteſtation, but ſuch things 
as their ſpleen and dif affeftion ſuggelts againit thoſe they
